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The word Satan means “the accuser.” He, 
the great intelligent fallen Being described 
in the fourteenth chapter of Isaiah and the 
twenty-eighth chapter of Ezekiel, hates 
God’s people. He stands at the head of an 
organized kingdom of demon intelligences. 
No truer statement appears in Holy Writ 
than the words of the great Apostle to the 
Gentiles that “we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places.” 


Demon Activity 

The Christian life is a warfare. Demon 
forces are arrayed against the true disciple. 
Blessed is the believer who knows how to 
wield the weapon of prayer in defending his 
position against the attacks of the evil One. 
During these “perilous times” it is of vital 
importance that spiritual agencies shall be- 
come more than mere theory with us. Only 
those who are steadfast in God will be able 
to endure the “distress of nations” and the 
onslaughts of the Devil as the human race 
drifts nearer and nearer to the final crash 
and tribulation period of the age-end. There 
was intensified activity in the demon realm 
at the time of the first coming of Christ, 
and the prophecies make it clear that this 
condition will be repeated during the period 
immediately preceding His second coming. 

But if there are demon agencies, it is also 
true that there are angelic intelligences. 
Someone has called angels, “God’s messen- 
ger boys.” They go about doing good. They 
are glorious ministering spirits. It is amaz- 
ing how little the average professing Chris- 
tian knows about angels. We read in 
Psalms 91:11, “For He shall give his angels 
charge over thee, to keep thee in all thy 
ways.”

Current events are being cast into the 
moulds of prophecy. Some may regard this 
as being fantastic, but it really is not. 

Now comes Roger Babson, the great fi- 
nancial wizard, borne along by the momen- 
tum of the hour. He says, “I believe in 
helping foreign countries, as ultimately the 
world must prosper as a unit.” Notice that 
word “UNIT.” A coming together of world 
finance tied into one great chain. Mr. Bab-

No tender, beautiful Bethlehem story. No wondering shepherds 
listening to the music of another world spilling itself on the night 
like limpid waters spilling themselves into star lit pools. No calm 
faced, tender hearted God-man walking by Galilee speaking as nev- 
er a man spake, and by the magic touch of His healing hand sooth- 
ing painracked bodies, and Who by a few soft spoken words drove 
worry and fear from distracted minds as the coming sun drives 
shadows down the valley. No word of release for the broken, heavy 
hearted, care burdened multitude driven under the lash of discour- 
agement to the brink of black despair. No ray of hope filtering 
through the black clouds of grief into the heart of sorrowing ones 
struck dumb by the tragedy of death. No word of comfort and 
courage and pardon for the Magdalenes betrayed by depravity and 
being driven to a hell of despair under the hissing stinging lash of 
remorse.

you turned around you faced a situation 
which you just could not cope with.

Moody’s Experience in Birmingham 


Dwight L. Moody held one of his most 
successful revival campaigns in Birming- 
ham, England. During the meetings he sud- 
denly entered upon a period of terrible 
mental tension. He seemed to have a premo- 
nition of an impending danger. His imagi- 
nation went on a rampage. He became wor- 
ried about his mental state. He wondered 
if it was brain fatigue. He wondered if he 
was becoming mentally unbalanced. It be- 
gan to wear on his nerves. He would find 
himself constantly on his guard as if fear- 
ing an assault from some unknown source. 
Returning to his room of a night after 
preaching he would look under the bed, be- 
hind doors and in clothes-closets. 

Finally one night at the close of a ser- 
mon a group of men surrounded him. Offi- 
cers were there. Moody thought it peculiar 
that he should be detained, everyone know- 
ing that he needed rest. At length, he was 
told how that for days his life had been in 
danger, that he had been constantly guard- 
ed by officers unknown to himself, that his 
every move had been watched, because a 
criminal maniac had made threats to kill 
the great evangelist during the Birmingham 
meeting. The officers announced that at last 
they had captured the man and now Moody 
might go to his room and get a good rest. 
Certainly there is evidence here that Moody 
was being protected by unseen helpers. ‘He 
will give His angels charge over thee,” says 
the Word of the Lord. 


Satan’s Attack on Prophecy

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Van Loon and His 
“Looney” Letters

There is a well known writer by the name 
of Van Loon who dresses Evolution up in 
galloping terminology and dishes it out to 
the popular crowds and children. His inter- 
pretations are sufficiently imaginary and 
fantastic to win the attention of fickle folk 
and immature minds. His recent book, “The 
Story of Mankind” was, as usual, an adver- 
tised “sensation” and many an expensive 
edition was gobbled up. It won its way par- 
ticularly to the hearts of boys and girls of 
grade school age. As a “seller” it was 
looked upon as being almost equal to H. G. 
Wells’ “Outline of History.” 

No doubt many readers have been shocked 
to learn from page 119 that the real name 
of the Christ was not Jesus, but Joshua; 
Jesus being simply a Greek perversion of 
the real name. In matter-of-fact language, 
we learn of certain ancient documents that 
had apparently just turned up, which, if 
authentic, were certain to upset the New 
Testament narrative. We suppose that mul- 
titudes “swallowed” and believed “The Sto- 
ry of Joshua of Nazareth, whom the Greeks 
called Jesus,” thinking the author to be 
worthy of confidence. 

When I read the story given below which 
purports to be an exchange of letters be- 
tween a Roman physician and his nephew, 
it appeared at once to be mighty “fishy.” 
Thereupon I wrote the publishers, asked for 
information as to where the documents 
might be secured, and learned — but wait 
a minute; suppose before we read the com- 
munication from the publishers showing the 
alleged Roman “letters” to be absolutely 
false; suppose we examine this chapter of 
his book and see what Mr. Van Loon 
claimed for the physician and his nephew. 
The quotation from “The Story of Mankind” 
is as follows: 

“THE STORY OF JOSHUA OF NAZA- 
RETH, WHOM THE GREEKS CALLED 
JESUS. 

“In the autumn of the year of the city 815 
(which would be 62 A. D., in our way of 
counting time) AEsculapius Cultellus, a Ro- 
man physician, wrote to his nephew who 
was with the army in Syria, as follows: 
“My dear Nephew: 

“A few days ago I was called in to pre- 
scribe for a sick man named Paul. He ap- 
peared to be a Roman citizen of Jewish 
parentage, well educated and of agreeable 
manners. ... He had been described to me 
as a ‘wild and violent’ fellow who had been 
making speeches against the people and 
against the Law. I found him very intelli- 
gent and of great honesty. 

“A friend of mine who used to be with the 
army in Asia Minor tells me that he heard 
something about him in Ephesus where he 
was preaching sermons about a strange new 
God. : 

“His personality made a great impression 
upon me and I was sorry to hear that he 
was killed on the Ostian Road a few days 
ago. Therefore I am writing this letter to 
you. When next you visit Jerusalem, I want 
vou to find out something about my friend 
Paul and the strange Jewish prophet, who 
seems to have been his teacher. Our slaves 
are getting much excited about this so- 
called Messiah, and a few of them, who 
openly talked of this new kingdom (what- 
ever that means) have been crucified. I 


would like to know the truth about all these 
rumors and I am 
“Your devoted Uncle, 
“AEsculapius Cultellus. 


“Six weeks later, Gladius Ensa, the neph- 
ew, a captain of the VII Gallic Infantry, 
answered as follows: 

“My dear Uncle, 

“T received your letter and I have obeyed 
your instructions. 

“Two weeks ago our brigade was sent to 
Jerusalem. There have been several revolu- 
tions during the last century and there is 
not much left of the old city. We have been 
here now for a month and tomorrow we 
shall continue our march to Petra, where 
there has been trouble with some of the 
Arab tribes. I shall use this evening to 
answer your questions, but pray do not ex- 
pect a detailed report. 

“T have talked with most of the older men 
in this city but few have been able to give 
me any definite information. A few days 
ago a peddler came to the camp. .... He 
gave me the address of one Joseph, who had 
been a personal friend of the Messiah and 
told me and I had better go and see him if 
I wanted to know more. 

“This morning I went to call on Joseph. 
He was quite an old man. He had been 2 
fisherman on one of the fresh-water lakes. 
His memory was clear, and from him at 
last I got a fairly definite account of what 
had happened during the troublesome days 
before I was born. 

“Tiberius, our great and glorious emper- 
or, was on the throne, and an officer of the 
name of Pontius Pilatus was governor of 
Judaea and Samaria. Joseph knew little 
about this Pilatus. He seemed to have been 
an honest enough official who left a decent 
reputation as procurator of the province. In 
the year 783 or 784 (Joseph had forgotten 
when) Pilatus was called to Jerusalem on 
account of a riot. A certain young man 
(the son of a carpenter of Nazareth) was 
said to be planning a revolution against the 
Roman government. ... But the old-fash- 
ioned leaders of the Jewish faith, according 
to Joseph, were much upset. They greatly 
disliked his popularity with the masses of 
the poorer Hebrews. The ‘Nazarene’ (so 
thev told Pilatus) had publicly claimed that 
a Greek or a Roman or even a Philistine,

who tried to live a decent and honourable 
life, was quite as good as a Jew who spent 
his days studying the ancient laws of Mo- 
ses. Pilatus does not seem to have been im- 
pressed by this argument, but when the 
crowds around the temple threatened to 
lynch Jesus, and kill all his followers, he de- 
cided to take the carpenter into custody to 
save his life. 

“He does not appear to have understood 
the real nature of the quarrel. Whenever 
he asked the Jewish priests to explain their 
grievances, they shouted ‘heresy’ and 
‘treason’ and got terribly excited. Finally, 
so Joseph told me, Pilatus sent for Joshua 
(that was the name of the Nazarene, but 
the Greeks who live in this part of the world 
always refer to him as Jesus) to examine 
him personally. .... 

“To save the country from civil war, Pi- 
latus finally sacrificed his prisoner, Joshua, 
who behaved with great dignity and who 
forgave all those who hated him. He was 
crucified amidst the howls and the laughter 
of the Jerusalem mob. 

“That is what Joseph told me, with tears 
running down his old cheeks. I gave him a 
gold piece when I left him, but he refused 
it and asked me to hand it to one poorer 
than himself. I also asked him a few ques- 
tions about your friend Paul. He had 
known him slightly. He seems to have been 
a tent maker who gave up his profession 
that he might preach the words of a loving 
and forgiving God, who was so very differ- 
ent from that Jehovah of whom the Jewish 
priests are telling us all the time. After- 
wards, Paul appears to have travelled much 
in Asia Minor and in Greece, telling the 
slaves that they were all children of one lov- 
ing Father and that happiness awaits all, 
both rich and poor, who have tried to live 
honest lives and have done good to those 
who were suffering and miserable. 

“T hope that I have answered your ques- 
tions to your satisfaction. The whole story 
seems very harmless to me as far as the 
safety of the state is concerned.

Some call him 
“God of Magog’ because he first appeared 
in Southern Russia. A Russian paner re- 
fers to him as “the chief prince of Russia, 
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Moscow and Tobolsk.” To a reporter who 
interviews him, in answer to questions as to 
his home, he laughingly said: “Just tell the 
folks I broke loose from hades.” His name 
is “Titan” (which means “god-man from the 
dead”) although no such family has been lo- 
cated. Some call him “Napoleon” (‘the de- 
stroyer”) and say he is a super-man. 
Newspaper editorials have suggested that 
perhaps here is the man who is capable of 
taking the presidency of the League of Na- 
tions. His public speeches have set forth 
clearest insight into world problems. Some 
writers have likened him to Abraham Lin-

The interest of the Jews of the world in 
this Prince Titan is a remarkable thing. 
Agitation in England because of the tax bur- 
dens resulting from the Palestine mandate, 
has brought that government to a_ place 
where they are readv to turn over the man- 
date to Italy, which of late is being called 
the “New Roman Empire.” Titan in public 
speeches has strongly advocated this course 
for England showing the feasibility of hav- 
ing Palestine controlled by a nation in closer 
proximity. This will give Italy needed ter- 
ritory for its own increasing population. 
The I] Duce of Italy who is on close terms 
with Titan of Russia, guarantees protection 
for the Jews in Palestine. Jewish editors 
seem to give the credit for the whole scheme 
to the Prince, even referring to him as the 
“redeemer of Israel.” 








DATE-FIXERS 

















Setting dates, either for periods or junc- 
tures of time, is something that no Chris- 
tian is to meddle with according to the 
teaching of the Risen Lord. He plainly de- 
clares that this is one department of know- 
ledge reserved to God and not to be laid 
open before mortal eyes. Still there are 
those who would have the Bible read: 
“Blessed are those servants whom the Lord 
when he cometh shall find setting dates.” 
They have short recollections of the sad 
failures made by other equally sincere and 
devout Bible students. Strange to say, some 
of the recent date-fixers begin by deploring 
the attempts of others along these lines and 
regretting the discredit brought upon the 
cause. but they remind us of the words to 
Daniel, that these things were to be sealed 
up until the time of the end — and, at last, 
the correct dates are to be divulged. 

From 1844 onward, date after date has 
been fixed for the Lord’s return or the end 
of the times of the Gentiles. All manner of 
measuxgements have been used. For a time, 
it was fashionable among some Bible teach- 
ers to call the Great Pyramid “the stone 
Bible” and by its measurements, it was 
claimed one could accurately find the end of 
the age. Isaiah 19:20 was said to refer to 
this pyramid, yet Isaiah was writing in this 
chapter prophetically of future happenings, 
not of any existing monument. First meas- 
urements of the pyramid set the end for 
1882. When this passed calmly by, new cal- 
culations were taken. When everything 
available had been measured in, it was confi- 
dently affirmed that the end would come 
May 29, 1928. Now what has become of the 
beautiful charts of the pyramid used by 
prominent Bible teachers prior to 1928? 


Baxter’s “Forty Prophetic Wonders” has 
had a tremendous sale and excited a great 
many Bible students. A few years ago a 
friend found some early editions of the book 
and discovered that the dates had been set 
forward at least twice. And now the whole 
system stands discredited. 

But we are more concerned with recent at- 
tempts to set dates. Dr. Blackstone’s “Times 
of the Gentiles” written at the time of the 
World War, fixed the end of the age, accord- 
ing to the year-day theory of 2520 years 
from 606 B. C. and 587 B. C. as from 1915 
to 1934. The year 1915, however, was not 
especially significant. The church was to be 
translated in 1927, seven years before the 
full establishment of the Kingdom in 1934. 
Hither this system of figuring fails or the 
church is now in the midst of the Tribula- 
tion. 


A recent book by Ware, “The Hour of 
Translation” has been widely recommended 
in pre-millennial circles. This writer de- 
plores the bad figuring of other writers and 
shows that they all had the wrong starting 
point. The times of the Gentiles, he de- 
clares, began in 604 B. C. to 589 B. C. and 
the 2520 years brings us to 1917 and 1936. 
The 1917 date fits in much better, for in 
that year the Balfour declaration granted 
the Jews the right of Palestine for a nation- 
al home and General Allenby drove the 
Turks out of Jerusalem. Mr. Ware insists 
that the translation of the church will be the 
antitypical fulfillment of the Feast of 
Trumpets, and since the church must escape 
the last seven years, the translation must 
take place September 12, 1929. This writer 
is especially impatient of all who object to 
date setting and implies that to contradict 
his figures is to contradict the Scriptures. 
Again either his calculations are amiss 
or we are now in the midst of the Tribula- 
tion. 

But this isn’t all. A tract by McKey, en- 
titled “Time Cycles of the Bible” has been 
widely circulated, and this writer, by all 
manner of juggling is able to state positive- 
ly that the year 1936 will be the midst of 
the Tribulation and that the Kingdom reign 
will begin in 1938. If the church is to es- 
cape the last week of years, this means that 
the translation must take place this year. 
We hope Mr. McKey is right. 

We have in our hands a book on Revela- 
tion by Hurnard, just purchased. Hurnard 
banks on the Biblical chronology of Anstey 
and asserts that the sixth millennium of hu- 
man history comes to an end in 1958 and 
that it is then that the Kingdom reign be- 
gins. He shows that Israel was given a for- 
ty year probation period after the crucifix- 
ion of the Saviour and before destruction 
befell Jerusalem. He declares that another 
forty year probation is to be given them 
just before the Lord comes, therefore this 
began in 1918— when the war closed and 
the way to Palestine was opened. The 
church must patiently abide until 1951. 

On the other hand, “Judge” Rutherford 
has recently informed the world by a radio 
hook-up that the Kingdom age has already 
begun and Christ is already here, concealing 
Himself for the time being until He can 
purge the world of the heretical churches 
and bring all into the fold of Russellism. 

By all the signs of the times, we believe 
our Lord’s coming very near but it is the 
writer’s candid opinion that when our 
blessed Lord comes, it will be on such a 
date as none of the date-fixers struck upon. 
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OUTSIDE THE CAMP

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“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, suf- 
fered without the gate. Let us go forth 
therefore unto him without the camp, bear- 
ing his reproach.” Hebrews 13:12-13 

This message was primarily to Jewish 
Christians. These words, however, are ap- 
plicable to us, as true believers, in these 
days of religious confusion immediately pre- 
ceding the return of our Lord. . 

The theme of the entire Old Testament is 
Jesus Christ. ‘Practically every detail of 
His life on earth was predicted in prophecy 
or type in the Old Testament. The above 
Seripture cannot be understood without a 
knowledge of the fact that Jesus was ful- 
filling a type which had its origin back in 
the days of the wanderings of the Children 
of Israel in the wilderness. Notice the two 
phrases, “suffered without the gate” and 
“without the camp.” 

This reminds us of the “Tent of meeting” 
erected by Moses “outside the camp” of Is- 
rael after his descent from the top of the 
mount at which time he found the people 
worshipping the Golden Calf. The “Tent of 
meeting”? was a system of worship set up by 
Moses preceding the erection of the Taber- 
nacle in the wilderness. It was not the Ta- 
bernacle of the congregation but just a 
place of meeting between individuals and 
Jehovah. To commune with Jehovah-God it 
was now necessary to go “outside the camp.’ 

When Jesus was taken outside the city 
gate, beyond the walls of Jerusalem, to be 
crucified, He literally fulfilled this type re- 
vealed in the “Tent of meeting.” Bear in 
mind that Moses’ call to come “outside the 
camp” for worship was an individual affair. 
It was not a congregational meeting. It 
was a place of restitution, a place of repent- 
ance, a place where the individual made sac- 
rifice and got rid of his sin thus putting him 
in fellowship with Jehovah. Evidently, only 
few accepted the invitation to come out for 
the record says, “every man stood at his 
own tent door.” Apparently, the majority 
of the vast camp of Israelites were satisfied 
with their sinful state. 

The old wilderness camp of Israel typifies 
the church of the New Testament. It was 
the medium through which Jehovah mani- 
fested Himself. At the time Moses came 
down out of the Mount, after a forty days’ 
stay, the spiritual condition of the camp was 
exceedingly low. He found that the Law 
which he had received had already been 
broken and unbelievable though it may 
seem, the people were actually bowing down 
to an idol image of gold. This was the same 
holy ground which had shaken and trembled 
with the presence of Jehovah, but now dese- 
crated. Here is a picture of Jehovah crowd- 
ed out of His own camp. And we read that 
the glory of the Lord departed. Hence, Mo- 
calls, come “outside the camp.” 

Could it be that Jehovah has been, to a 
greater or le sser extent, crowded out of His 
camp today? > In Revelation 3:20 we find Je-

sus, having been crowded outside the organi- 
zation of His church, saying, “Behold, I 
stand at the door, and knock; if any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, I will 


come in to him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me.” These words were addressed 
to the church at Laodicea, and according to 
best prophetic interpretation we are now liv- 
ing in the Laodicean church-age. Many have 
found it necessary today “outside the 
camp.” Modernism, Machinery, Worldliness 
and Gold are some of the things that crowd 
Jesus out of His church.

Not ecclesiastical machinery, 
but individuals. “IF ANY MAN! 

After many severe testings of Israel, the 
glory was manifest again in the person of 
the Son.

The 
things that are seen are temporal, the things 
that are unseen are spiritual. 

Another camp there is. The camp of the 
Pharisees. Today? Yes! When the rem- 
nant of Israel in the past gathered again 
under their Persian masters to rebuild the 
temple, it was not to reopen a question com- 
pletely settled, but to wait to the sense of 
their utter ruin for Him who should come 
in grace to deliver. It was at this time that 
Pharisaism arose, the ‘invention of the 
prince of this world to build them up in self- 
righteousness and make them to refuse Di- 
vine Grace.

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The Creation of Plants wu Animals 


By Dudley Joseph Whitney, Exeter, California 
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(Editor’s Note: This month 
brings the second of Mr. Whit- 
ney’s articles against Evolution. 
There are five in the series. 
While they comprise five links 
in a chain of thought, yet each 
stands alone very well. The 
subject for January will be 
“The Arguments of Evolution,” 
February, ‘‘The Problem of 
Man,” March, ‘“‘The Problem as 
a Whole.” The general theme 
is SCIENCE AND GENESIS. 
Mr. Whitney writes from the 
view-point of science and con- 
tends that there is no discord 
between true science and Chris- 
tianity. The trouble is with the 
theories of scientists, not their 
facts. Mr. Whitney knows sci- 
ence, having earned his degree 
in this realm.)

If one will read the account of the crea- 
tion of plants and animals (and man) in the 
first chapter of Genesis in a simple, direct, 
natural manner, he will see that the account 
is of the sudden and real creation of those 
organisms, and not a process of evolution. 
God spoke and called them into existence. 
Also, unless the Hebrew record means some- 
thing much different from what the English 
translation reads (and we should not believe 
that it does without very strong evidence) 
this creation was on three different, actual 
days, but unfortunately in their endeavor to 
make Genesis correspond with every wind 
of science, many Christians have asserted 
that creation came by growth, and during 
long periods, and in this way and that way 
until most of them are afraid to say how 
creation did occur. I submit that the only 
ones that are really scientific are those who 
take the account just as it is given. 

Let us see! Let us observe first what are 
the various possibilities of creation of living 
things. 

Only two kinds of origin are possible: 
Natural origin, and origin by Miracle — the 
special exercise of divine power. Again, on- 
ly two kinds of origin are possible for the 
first plants and animals of distinct kind: 
men, or whales, or sharks. Either they were 
born from some different kind of creature, 
or they were created independently of any 
other creature. If they were created inde- 
pendently, that would be absolute creation, 
of course. If they were born from other 
kinds of creatures, the origin might be mira- 
culous, or it might be natural. 

We will continue to examine possibilities, 
using the shark, since the shark was the 
first known vertebrate and the ancestor of 
horses, lizards, men, eagles, and so on, ac- 
cording to the theory of evolution. The first 
shark might have hatched from the egg of 
some water worm, or sea urchin, or sea 
snail, which are in fact about as good ances- 
tors as the evolutionists can even suggest 
for sharks. Surely that would be a miracle, 
and so creation. Or, (taking Augustine’s 
idea of germ creation in a matter-of-fact 
way) possibly God could create the germ 
of the shark outside of any parent and have 
it grow into a shark, or He might create 
the human germ and have it grow into a 
human baby and have that baby grow into 
Adam. 

Both of these concepts are ridiculous. 
There is fully as much miracle in creating 
the germs of sharks and whales and men 
and making them grow to maturity as in 


creating the sharks and whales and men di- 
rect, and the first kind of miracle would ap- 
pear to be a much more indirect and un- 
reasonable kind of miracle than out-and-out 
adult creation. There would be MORE 
miracle, it would seem, in causing a cow, or 
elephant, or ape to give birth to a boy baby 
and to have said grow into Adam, than to 
make Adam whole, complete and outright. 
Therefore, if we are going to accept crea- 
tion for the origin of the first sharks and 
whales and men and oak trees and grasses, 
let us be reasonable and believe that this 
was sudden, complete creation. The latter 
is certainly what Genesis appears to say 
and it ought to be taken at its face value. 


A Scientific Approach 


In examining the subject from the stand- 
point of science alone and not, for the time 
being, going to Genesis to find what to be- 
lieve; the scientific method will be to see if 
natural processes alone (evolution) could 
originate living things and turn their des- 
cendents into oaks and whales and men. If 
evolution can do this and earth history in- 
dicates that evolution did so, well and good, 
evolution may have done so. But, if evolu- 
tion fails, creation must be believed. Our 
main duty as scientists therefore is to see 
whether evolution is competent to accom- 
plish creation. If evolution could not do so, 
we will accept creation, and since the most 
reasonable kind of creation has been found 
to be direct, adult creation, the failure of 
evolution indicates direct adult creation. 

Understand however, science can prove 
nothing as to the manner of creation; science 
can only prove the failure of evolution. Sci- 
ence cannot show whether man was made 
outright or whether God caused him to be 
born of an ape, or hatch from a hen’s egg, 
or grow up in some rich leaf mould, or how. 
All science can do is to disprove evolutior. 
After that, Genesis creation can rightly be 
taken as true creation, particularly if in 
other ways science fits Genesis. The failure 
of evolution and the truth of Genesis can 
be summarized here very easily. 


Earth History 


First, take the history of the earth and 
the problem of time: Before life can origi- 
nate naturally, without miracle, and bac- 
teria, algae and amoebas can come into 
existence much time would be required. Then 
much natural variation and natural selection 
through the survival of the fittest would be 
required to make eyes develop in the des- 
cendents of these simple organisms (provid- 
ed natural selection could do this, as it 
could not) and to make legs and wings and 
nerves and sex and digestive organisms, 
and so on. Vast ages would be required to 
turn water worms into sharks, sharks into 
lung fishes, lung fishes into newts, newts 
into lizards, lizards into opossums (or close- 
ly related animals), opossums into shrews, 
shrews into whales and elephants and mon- 
keys, and monkeys into men. The vast ages 
that would be required to accomplish such 
wonders without the help of a God are be- 
yond the mind of man to comprehend. Yet 
these long ages are no longer to be believed, 


as was indicated in the article last month 
when we found that the whole idea of 
geologic “ages” has long since been explod- 
ed. The works of George McCready Price 
are available if any person wants detailed 
evidence on the subject. Therefore the doc- 
trine of evolution goes absolutely to smash 
on the matter of the time required and time 
available for evolution. 


The Origin of Life 


The doctrine of organic evolution goes in- 
to complete collapse in the matter of the 
origin of the first living things on this earth. 
Assume a gradually cooling earth, or any 
other kind of an earth, but without life. 
Have rain fall on lifeless land, streams flow 
into lifeless seas, waves beat on lifeless 
sands, winds blow over lifeless lands and 
waters, and have the sun shine upon all, and 
under such conditions the gathering to- 
gether of materials like protoplasm and like 
chlorophyll (the green matter of plants, 
which is the source of practically all food 
for both plants and animals) and it is abso- 
lutely impossible to account for the coming 
of life except by the miracle of creation. 
Scientists know this and strive hopelessly 
and without making the slightest progress 
to figure how life could originate without 
miracle. The scientist is faced with the 
stubborn reality of the miracle every time 
he turns around. Simple organic materials 
like sugar and starch could not occur natur- 
ally on a lifeless earth, and protoplasm and 
chlorophyll are a thousand times as com- 
plex as sugar and starch and a thousand 
times as impossible to occur on the lifeless 
earth we postulate, except by the miracle 
of creation. As well expect the material 
composing a modern bridge to drift into 
place and to span a great river, as to ex- 
pect the bodies of even the most simple liv- 
ing things to come together naturally on a 
lifeless earth. The thing is undeniable; on- 
ly the most hard boiled evolutionists will 
deny it, yet if creation was used in the ori- 
gin of the first simple living things, creation 
could as well be used in the origin of adult 
whales and oak trees and eagles; as well 
could a completely furnished earth be made 
in an instant, in the twinkling of an eye, as 
the creation of the smallest, simplest bacte- 
rium, or amveba, or alga. To allow the cre- 
ation of the amoeba and alga is to sweep 
away the foundation of the theory of organ- 
ic evolution, but to deny such creation is 
absolutely dishones’ and unscientific since 
science shows conclusively that only creation 
could bring into existence the first of even 
the most simpie of living things. 


The Origin of “Kinds” 


Probably we could pass over the problem 
of the origin of living things by evolution 
if the evolutionists could show the deriva- 
tion of fishes, horses and men from tiny 
formless amoebas, and the derivation of 
ferns and oak trees from algae, but the as- 
sumption of such evolution is just as con- 
trary to science as the assumption of the 
origin of life by evolution. 

Amoebas do not have eyes and legs and a 
digestive tract and the tens of thousands 
of features that make up the higher ani- 
mals; they are microscopic one-celled form- 
less organs and there is no way for eyes and

Anti-Fascist Propagandist 
Disappears

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Not many weeks ago an airplane droned 
above the city of Rome; Like a machine- 
gun it began to spit propaganda in the form 
of leaflets, opposing Mussolini. Fascist po- 
liceman scampered over the city trying to 
pick up and destroy the printed pages, but 
the snow of propaganda was too thick fer 
them. 

Mussolini’s planes took out in pursuit. fi 
was learned later that the aviator was none 
other than Lauro de Bosis, whose mother 
had aiso been arrested and imprisoned for 
anti-Fascist utterances. 

After drenching Rome in the rain of leaf- 
lets de Bosis disappeared in the clouds. He 
has not been heard from again. It is gen- 
erally believed that Mussolini’s planes shot 
him down. Later, the following document 
headed, “The Story of My Death” turned 
up in Paris: 

“Tomorrow at three o’clock in a meadow 
on the Cote d’Azur I haye an appointment 
with Pegasus. Pegasus {s the name of my 
airplane. It has a russet body and white 
wings. . . . Sometimes drunk with petrol it 
leaps through the air like its brother of old, 
but in the night it can glide at will like a 
phantom. .. 

“Every regime in the world, even the 
Turkish and Afghan, allows its subjects a 
modicum of liberty. Fascism alone, in self- 
defense is obliged to annihilate all 
thought.... 

“The sky of Rome has never been violated 
by anti-Fascist planes. I shall be the first, 
I said to myself .... My death, however 
undesired by me personally who have so 
many things to do, could but add to the suc- 
cess of my flight. All danger lies in my re- 
turn flight. I shall not die before I have 
delivered my 400,000 leaflets and then they 
will be all the better recommended. 

“My plane only flies 150 kilometers an 
hour, whereas those of Mussolini can do 300. 
There are 900 of them and they all have or- 
ders to identify any suspicious plane and if 
necessary bring it down by machine gun fire. 
If Balbo (Italian air minister) has done his 
duty they are there waiting for me. I shall 
be worth more dead than alive.”

digestive tracts and this, that and the other 
features to originate except by miracle. 

There is variation, it is true, and occasion- 
ally variations become permanent. Heredi- 
ty, however, is so extremely strong that the 
shape of the nose, or color of the eye, or 
hair, or anything else that can be named, 
is normally carried on from parents to off- 
spring. How much less, then, could a scien- 
tist believe that the eye itself could spring 
into being by mere chance variation in the 
descendants of eyeless fishes, or snails, or 
what not? But unless the eye came by 
chance variation — accident — it came by 
the direct action of a Creator. 

Heredity is strong; heredity would keep, 
our reason tells us, the descendants of 
shrews, still shrews. Yet if the doctrine of 
organic evolution is to have any consistency, 
the descendants of shrews would alter — by 
chance variation only and natural selection 
— into whales and elephants and men. How 
absolutely absurd! Shrews are mostly small 
creatures shaped like mice, though belong- 
ing to a different group of mammals. Most 
of them are burrowing animals. Suppose 
that shrews would alter into animals like 
the wolf or hyena, those into the otter, those 
into seals, and those into whales, all by nat- 
ural law, in spite of the strength of heredi- 
ty! The thing is unscientific to the limit, 
but it is required or the theory of organic 
evolution falls into ruins. Therefore, the 
theory of organic evolution is unscientific to 
the limit. 





Creation, Not Alteration 


God could, we admit, create an eye in a 
fish whose ancestors had no eyes, yet more 
reasonable it would be, we assume, to create 
the fish outright. God could, we agree, cre- 
ate sex in animals that previously had in- 
creased by growing and dividing into two 
parts, but more reasonably, we think, He 
would create the new kind of animal. God 
might alter shrews into hyenas and hyenas 
into seals and seals into whales, but better, 
we feel, make shrews outright, and hyenas 
outright, and seals and whales outright, 
particularly since there is no sign whatever 
that animals of one type have merged into 
animals of an entirely different type. So, 
the idea of creation is reasonable and scien- 
tific, and the idea of sudden, adult creation 
is the most reasonable kind of creation. 
Nothing else but that is good sense or good 
science. That is exactly what Genesis says 
took place. Genesis is perfect science.

“THE REAL ROMANOVS.” By Gleb 
Botkin. Published by Fleming H. Revell 


Co. Price $3.00. 386 pages. 


“How glad I am that I was not born with 
royal blood in my veins,’ was the thought 
uppermost in my mind as I finished reading 
Gleb Botkin’s great book, “The Real Ro- 
manovs.” Gleb Botkin pictures the aristo- 
crasy of Russia, and especially the members 
of the roval family, as being arrogant, sus- 
picious, incapable of listening to reason, 
looking with contempt on all not of royal 
blood, addicted to fits of passion, etc., ete. 
He accuses them of cold-blooded murder and 
cites instance after instance ‘where they 
have conspired against their own kith and 
kin and put them to death without a trace 
of natural affection, for the most part, for 
political, financial and personal reasons, the 
result of jealousy and intrigue. And he con- 
trasts one of the daughters of the late Czar 
with, to use his own words, “a plain Amer- 
ican girl with her freshness, spontaneous 
kindness and abundant common sense.” 

Speaking of the attitude of the royal fam- 
ily to the Grand Duchess Anastasia, he 
says: “Every normal family would have 
welcomed with open arms one of its mem- 
bers restored to them almost from the grave 
in such a miraculous fashion, and done ev- 
erything in their power to recompense her 
as much as possible for all her past suf- 
ferings.” 

Again referring to them, he writes: “To- 
day, the members of the family which only 
fifteen years ago ruled the enormous Rus- 
sian Empire, live in poverty. some of them 
selling to the credulous public some sort of 
new religion, others selling neckties and 
pajamas, still others serving as chauffeurs, 
and the rest dependent upon their foreign 
relatives. None of them has ever been able 
to engage in some intellectual occupation, 
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with the result that they have lost not only 
their power and their wealth, but even their 
social status, and are rapidly sinking to the 
level of lower—middle classes. One thing 
and one thing only, they can neither lose nor 
forget — their arrogant regal pretentious- 
ness which becomes the more pathetic and 
ludicrous, the lower those unfortunate prin- 
ces and princesses descend in actual life.” 

Still another example: Alluding to Anas- 
tasia, he writes: “And the tragedy of it all 
is, that, in a way, she is her own worst ene- 
my, antagonizing as she does, everybody 
who seeks to aid her by ungovernable bursts 
of temper.” 

His evidence regarding Anastasia seems 
irrefutable. Madam Tschaikoushy, who now 
lives in New York, is undoubtedly the 
youngest daughter of the Czar, saved as by 
a miracle from massacre when the other 
members of the royal family were brutally 
murdered, later forced to become a mother 
while unconscious, then incarcerated in a 
lunatic asylum, and finally transported to 
America. But even here the unnatural af- 
fection of royalty is in evidence. Take, for 
instance. the statement of the prominent 
Bolshevik officer: “You say that we bolshe- 
viks are cruel, that we are brutes, criminals, 
murderers, and if you want my private 
opinion I’ll say that possibly you are per- 
fectly right. But look at your kind! Look 
at the Grand Duchess Xenia and Olga! A 
gang of drunken bolsheviks has murdered 
the Imperial family and you are revolted. 
But wasn’t that murder a hundred times 
more understandable and excusable than this 
slow, cold-blooded, systematic treatment of 
the unfortunate, sick, defenseless and inno- 
cent Anastasia by her own aunts?” This 
refers, of course, to the treatment which 
the Czar’s daughter received after her iden- 
tity became known, and after it was discov- 
ered that she had not been murdered with 
the rest of the family. 

Truth is stranger than fiction. That is 
certainly true of this book. I could not lay 
it down. It gripped me until I could scarce- 
ly control my feelings. I have never read 
anything like it in all my life. Not only is 
it written by a master, but the story itself 
is fascinating, irresistible. For, as I read, I 
was reminded every now and then, that the 
horrible, almost unbelievable things I was 
reading had actually happened, and hap- 
— within the last fifteen years of my 
ife. 

What a picture! Life at the Russian 
Court, most illustrous of all European 
Courts, life as the youngest son of the 
Czar’s physician; the war, and the proud, 
arrogant certainty of the Russian nobility 
of winning it in two or three months; the 
Revolution; Bolshevism; the exile of the 
Romanovs; life in Siberia; the murder of 
the royal family; the reappearance of Anas- 
tasia, the Czar’s youngest daughter — such 
are some of the highlights of this amazing 
story. The author, a son of the Czar’s phy- 
sician, has done his work well and certainly 
deserves credit. I for one thank him from 
the bottom of my heart for this living pic- 
ture of Russia and her former rulers.

VIII. Purity or Holiness 


This is a kind of 
sixth sense, and is only 
possessed by true 
Christians. All man- 
kind has in common the 
five senses before men- 
tioned, and all have 
conscience and some 
sense of moral purity, 
but only true Christians 
have the purity, or ho- 
liness of God. They are 
“made vartakers of the 
divine nature.” This is 
in regeneration, which 
is wrought in the soul 
of a repentant, believ- 
ing sinner by the power of the Holy Spirit. 
He gives us a new and holy nature. 

This sense of Purity, like the other sens- 
es, may be strong or weak. If we have but 
little of the Holy Spirit, we may be in 
doubt about the moral quality of many 
things, and may often do things wrong 
from that lack. But if we are “filled with 
the Spirit,” dominated by Him as it is the 
privilege of every Christian to be, there will 
be no doubt; we will have an instinctive 
sense of all wrong spiritual things, and avoid 
them, as we avoid physical dangers. We 
will not have to ask if this thing or that 
thing is wrong; we will know. This sense 
will tell us almost instantly. 

God surely thinks as much of His children 
and will do as much to protect and keep 
them, as He does for His other creatures. 
And He puts an instinctive fear of an ene- 
my in even plants and lower animals. Touch 
the midrib of the leaf stem on a sensitive 
rose plant and it will close all the leaflets, 
as if it had life. It is almost uncanny. In- 
stinct in a plant! The lobes of a “Venus’s 
fly-trap” leaf will close in an instant if a fly 
lights on an inner surface of the leaf, close 
so quickly as to catch the fly! A kitten be- 
fore it has its eyes open will crook its back, 
ruffle its fur and “spit”, if a dog comes 
near, instinctively recognizing its enemy. 
A little chicken just out of its shell, if a 
hawk circles in the air and screams, will 
scurry to the protection of its mother’s 
wings, though it never saw or heard a hawk 
before. Has our Heavenly Father less pow- 
er than the God of nature? Will He not 
protect His child, as He does these lower 
things? He surely can and will. 

Sin is my most deadly enemy, far worse 
than any wild beast or serpent; has my 
Father left me utterly defenseless? A thou- 
sand times no! He has given me this true 
sense of holiness, which shrinks instinctively 
from all sin as my enemy. Don’t be afraid 
of this little article.

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RUSSIANS REDEEMED 


By Judge George Urban 
Superintendent of the Russian Refugee 
Mission 
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The large hall of the Tabernacle was well 
filled when we baptized six new Russian 
converts the other day. Among them were 
some who had never before heard the Gos- 
pel. When the candidates appeared all 
dressed in white the whole congregation 
stood up. Their fervent prayers and con- 
fession of Christ as their Saviour and King 
left a deep impression on all present. At 
the close many, even unbelievers, went for- 
ward to congratulate the new pilgrims. Joy 
shone on all faces. We left the Tabernacle 
with the beautiful Russian hymn, “Dead to 
Sin, Alive for Christ” ringing in our ears. 
A group of believers gathered in a private 
home and praised God, singing, praying 
and reading His Word until late in the night. 

On three occasions within two weeks the 
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Rev. Oswald J. Smith broad- 
casts his entire Sunday Evening 
Service from the Toronto Gospel 
Tabernacle over Radio Station 
CKNC, 312 meters, 960 kilo- 
cycles, for an hour and a half, 
commencing at seven. Be sure 
to listen in. 
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head of the Russian Patriarchal Greek Or- 
thodox Church in Paris, Bishop Benjamin, 
was present at our meetings. Finally he 
made an appointment with us for an inter- 
view and came with two of his assistants. 
We talked for three hours on regeneration 
and parted agreeing to meet again a week 
later. The Greek Orthodox Church teaches 
that regeneration takes place in the sacra- 
ments of baptism and anointing with oil. We 
would urge all to pray for the salvation of 
Bishop Benjamin for it will mean much to 
have such an outstanding leader saved. 

Rey. Charles Grickman, who has charge of 
our work in Brussels, Belgium, reports many 
new visitors attending and seeking Christ, 
some from great distances. Much work is 
being accomplished among the Russian re- 
fugees in the hospitals of the city. In alk 
ways and by all means gospel literature is 
being distributed. In one day over 1,000 
gospels and booklets were circulated. Tracts 
are sent to every province of Belgium. Dur- 
ing the past six months, he says, 69 Bibles 
have been sold and 7,500 gospels and book- 
lets distributed free of charge. Moreover, 
1,500 gospels were sent directly into Soviet 
Russia where the Bible is a forbidden Book. 

There are more than 1,000 Russians in 
Marseille, where Brother S. Sidsky is work- 
ing. Many were formerly Cossacks. A 
backslider has been restored and a sinner 
brought to Christ. Brother Sidsky is visit- 
ing from house to house and doing personal 
work. A widow of a Russian General has 
been comforted by the Gospel. 

In Nice, Brother Rogosin has compiled be- 
tween five and six hundred addresses of Rus- 
sians and is sending literature to them reg- 
ularly. A noted Russian philosopher was 
dealt with most successfully. 

In one place Brother Sidsky found a group 
of professing Christians but discovered that 
they had been meeting in the name of Rus- 
sell and of Rutherford. Now they have 
burned all the literature of Russellism and 
are out and out for Christ. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kulakoff, who are working 
among the children of Lyon, have been able 
to reach many. A great deal of Christian 
literature has been distributed by them. 
One family testified to them as follows: 
“When you entered our home you brought 
blessing with you. We prayed and in answer 
received news from our father and brother 
in Russia after nine years of silence. But 
obove all we began to read and love the 
Gospel. Our lives have been changed.” 

In Bessarabia, Roumania, Brother Belevs- 
ky, has had the joy of seeing many sinners 
turn to Christ. So great has been the hun- 
ger for God’s Word that all the Bibles sent 
were sold within an hour. The hall is far 
too small to hold the crowds attending. 

Brother Romanoff within one month sold 
20 Bibles, 13 New Testaments, 11 Christian 
books and distributed 350 gospels free of 
charge. He has visited homes and hospi- 
tals, testifying to the sick and poor, dealing 
with seekers everywhere. Sometimes he 
meets opposition and has had the gospels 
given torn to pieces before his eyes. But 
not often. At one place a man claimed to

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PAGANS TURNED CHRISTIAN

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We live in an age when the material de- 
pendence of countries, nations and govern- 
ments is so close that events which happen 
in one place effect in some degree the whole 
of humanity. For instance, when Mussolini 
speaks in Italy, all Europe is alert. When 
Stalin in Moscow threatens, the nations 
tremble. When President Hoover sympa- 
thizes, the world rejoices. When bankruptcy 
threatens Germany, the shock is universal. 
These facts show that the world is rapidly 
maturing for the reign of the Antichrist. 
Those of us who know God, however. are 
looking forward to the Millennium and the 
Coming of our Christ. For the same reasons 
missions have become a matter of general 
interest to the Church. The _ question 
arises, it is worth while sending the Gospel 
to poor, sick, benighted Europe? Have we 
a right to still sound the Macedonian Call: 
“Come over and help us?” 

Our missionaries on the Soviet Border 
are very busy. During the last two months 
891 meetings were held with a total at- 
tendance of 53,900. In addition, 31 young 
people’s services were conducted with an 
attendance of 782. At least 1,857 children 
have been enrolled in our Sunday Schools. 
But best of all, 127 souls were awakened 
and 30 definitely saved. Our missionaries 
made 4,998 visits and distributed 28,250 
pieces of Christian literature. 

Our missionaries are working in the midst 
of terrible superstition that borders on 
paganism. Many of the people «onsult 
magicians when their loved ones are sick 
and we have to testify against such 
abominations. They are continually up 
against those who worship the Virgin Mary. 
Many, however, have been enlightened. 
Sister Grundman tells about visiting an 
aged woman and of upsetting her terribly 
by telling her she was a great sinner. Con- 
viction settled unon her and before long she 

yas gloriously saved and now confesses 
with a shining face her experience of sal- 
vation throuch Christ. She knows her sins 
are forgiven. In her own words she says, 
“T am very grateful to you for telling me 
I was a great sinner. Had I not known that, 
I would have been in hell. But now I can 
die without fear. Oh, how wonderful is the 
assurance of eternal life!” 

Sister Lielmezs reports three young men 
definitely saved and the circle of believers 
constantly growing. Sister L. Silin tells of 
the powerful working of the Holy Ghost in 
the meetings, and of how she met an old 
woman on the road, very infirm, to whom 
she preached Christ. Before long, she says, 
the tears were flowing down her cheeks. 
Right in the middle of the road they knelt 
and prayed, and when she arose her face 
beamed with joy. She at once purchased 
a New Testament. 

Karlis Ermanis tells of three souls awak- 
ened and gloriously saved, all of whom open- 
ly confessed Christ. Missionary A. Usis re- 
ports ten precious souls converted and bap- 
tized in the presence of a huge crowd. They 
were the first ever to be baptized in that 
particular community. Manv invitations 
have come to preach as a result and the 
Spirit of God is working mightily in all the 
meetings. They are having showers of 
blessing and are expecting a mighty re- 
vival. 

Most of those among whom we are work- 
ing have been hardened in the Greek and 
2oman Catholic churches. The people are 
living in awful sin. The priests are drunk- 
ards and adulterers. They resist the Gos- 
pel, in some cases violently. As soon as a 


sinner is saved he is seized as by wolves 
and cruelly tortured. 

While our missionary, J. Bucholes, was 
explaining the Lord’s Supper, a man rushed 
forward, seized him and shouted, “If you 
continue to denounce our Church we will 
put a rope around your neck and hang you 
on that tree.” Three times he repeated his 
threat and then disappeared in the crowd. 

Sister L. Laze has just had a wonderful 
experience of the Lord’s protection. It was 
late at night and a thunder storm threaten- 
ed. She sought shelter and seeing a new 
house with open windows, unoccupied, she 
entered. A voice kept whispering to her, 
“Enter.” It was thundering and lightning. 
She lay down on the floor. After sleeping a 
few hours she was awakened and the voice 
again said, “Go now, never mind the storm.” 
She instantly obeyed. It was. still night. 
Suddenly the lightning struck a tree by the 
roadside, but she passed on unharmed. 
Thank God, His angels still watch over His 
own. A little later she won an old woman 
to Christ who died a few hours after a most

glorious death. At the funeral God made a 
deep impression upon the hearts of all. 

Missionary V. Murnieks describes a scene 
at the door of his hall. There were a num- 
ber of young men. standing around, all 
drunk. They cursed God, the Virgin Mary 
and the Church, although they themselves 
were Catholics. When our missionary ap- 
peared they were furious and threatened to 
strike him. He offered them copies of John’s 
Gospel, and, at last, they calmed down, won 
by love. 

God is still working miracles, writes our 
Missionary, Nagla. There was a man, he 
says, thoroughly corrupted by Satan through 
smoking and drinking. He came to the meet- 
ings and was saved. Formerly he fairly 
dreaded him. Now they are praising God. 
Like John Bunyan, he used to be a drunkard 
and an evil doer, and now he is delivered. 
The priest, however, is doing his utmost to 
oppose. He threatens the people constantly, 
warning them not to attend the services. 
But the Lord is overruling and the people 
are coming. Even the Jews are interested.

Missionary Ronis tells of many cases of 
demon possession. He has seen more than 
one seized by an evil spirit. Only recently 
a young woman who deliberately disobeyed 
God was possessed, and grabbing a knife, 
she attempted to plunge it into her bosom. 
Two sisters saved her by using physical for- 
ce. Later she was gloriously delivered, 
but before the brethren prayed she was al- 
most torn to pieces, the evil spirit torturing 
her unmercifully. With inhuman cries the 
demon came out and she is now praising God. 
Let those who do not believe in demon pos- 
session come to the Soviet Border.

From this mass, 1200 — 1400 were singled 
out, and by means of a good substantial 
meal, and other favors, they were induced to 
march with soldiers on horseback out of 
Moscow into the open country. Again some 
good food, and they marched on and on. 

At last they halted. The soldiers on the 
horses were on the outside of the children’s 
and young people’s group, driving them into 
a bundle tight together. A word of com- 
mand! The soldiers galloped for dear life 
away in all directions. The young folks 
gazed wonderingly after them. Another 
word of eommand! Hidden machine-guns 
began a weird song of death. In a few min- 
utes the whole human bunch was a mass of 
dead and dying. The machine-guns were si- 
lent. Soldiers came to bury everything that 
was left. 

Why was all this? 1200—1400 young 
people living on the streets in Moscow, had 
become so diseased, that the government 
knew of no other way to get rid of the 
plague.—R. M. S.
